I Status of Mt. Wilson Hotel En 
closure May Be Determined

FIFTH ANNUAL SIERRA MADRE 
MT. WILSON RACE DRAWS 
FINE FIELD OF STARTERS 


Pasadena Star—That the Pasadena 
and Mount Wilson Toll Road company 
will go to law over the matter of tak¬ 
ing down the fence erected by the com¬ 
pany across the Mount Wilson trail 
where it enters the grounds of the 
Mount Wilson hotel is intimated by 
Manager Fred B. Ross and Attorney 
W. C. Wright of this city. 

There is no better time than the 
present in which to decide the ques¬ 
tion of whether the county has juris¬ 
diction over the trail that crosses the 
company's land, declared Mr. Ross 
while Mr. Wright, who is a member 
of the hoard of directors, said if the 
supervisors take action along the line 
announced in The Star yesterday it 
will result in a test case. 

“We will have to make a test ease 
of it,” said he, “although I don't 
know when we will get around to it. 
They claim the trail extends over the 
top of the mountain and we contend 
that it just extends to the summit and 
not on to the hotel.” 

Supervisor Manning, who gave or¬ 
ders today for the posting of the no¬ 
tice calling for the removal of the 
fence, says the public's right to the 
trail over the summit has been 
threshed out in the courts and that 
there is undoubtedly a public right-of- 
way leading over the summit and down 
on the north side of the mountain. He 
gives it as his opinion that the com¬ 
pany has a right to fence in its prop¬ 
erty on each side of this trail, but that 
the trail itself must he kept open. 

Manager Ross came down the trail 
from the Mount Wilson hotel early 
this morning in order to take personal 
charge of the work of improving the 
automobile road running from Eaton's 
canyon to the hotel and the observa¬ 
tory. It is to be reconstructed so that 
any automobile can make the trip. 

The cost of putting the road in shape 
will be about $9000. but a larger sum 
will be spent in making all the con¬ 
veniences for a pleasant and easy mo¬ 
tor trip to the peak. . It is expected 
to have the road ready for traffic by 
June 1. 

The grade does not exceed 10 per 
cent at any point along the road, it 
is declared, but the turns will be ex¬ 
tended to a radius of To degrees. The 
distance will be cut off the approach 
by the construction of a half-mile of 
road connecting the main road direct- 
y with the Foot hill boulevard. The 
Eaton's canyon wash will b. 


DEATH RELIEVES SUFFERING 


FLOWER FESTIVAL CLOSES 


Mrs. Elizabeth Borglum's exhibition 
of paintings in the Daniell Galleries, 
Los Angeles, has been attracting 
much attention this week among art 
lovers and critics. There are several 
large landscapes, a number of small 
ones and several of her matchless 
studies of grapes and peaches. The 
exhibit will continue over Saturday. 
The following review of the exhibition 
by Antony Anderson is reprinted from 
the Times: 

For the past two years the artist 
has given special attention to the 
study of landscape. It is a branch of 
art which appeals to her strongly and 
one in which she shows decided tal¬ 
ent. Already she has made great 
strides in it, though her artistic repu¬ 
tation was made long ago in her clever 
rendition of grapes of every hue. She 
also paints flowers well. 

Always a poet in her interpretations 
of nature's moods, I think the best 
of her landscapes are those which 
she evolved from her inner conscious¬ 
ness, so to speak. She did not so 
evolve them, of course. All imagina¬ 
tive work rests on a solid basis of 
fact, on close observation and study. 
Unless a painter keeps this in mind, 
ills pictures will soon drop off in 
power and beauty, they will become 
ineffectual and fantastic. Nature of¬ 
fers the only refreshment for a jaded 
imagination. 

Mrs. Borglum always goes back to 
nature for. her imagination. Fortu¬ 
nately, she hasn’t far to go. Her 
studio in Sierra Madre, where she 
spends much of her time, is situated 
among some of the most paintahle 
among some of the most paintatde 
scenes in Southern California. To the 
right is a vista as broad and beauti¬ 
ful as the LTnbrian Hills; to the left 
are the glooms and grandeurs of the 
Sierra Madre Mountains. All around 
her are noble oaks set in green fields. 

Her art instruction has been of the 
best. She was a student of William 
Keith in his most virile period of 
landscape production, and in San 
Francisco she also studied with Fox- 
eroft Cole, who came all the way from 
Boston to teach. In Paris she re¬ 
ceived Instruction from Felix Hidalgo 
in composition, and had the benefit of 
criticisms from the famous Salinson. 

The best picture in the present ex¬ 
hibition. "Sala Capltola," was painted 
on a trip through Spain. It repre¬ 
sents the council chamber of the 
cathedral at Toledo, said to be the 
oldest church in Christendom, and 
rebuilt in the year 1200. In this room

The race this year will start from the 
business section of Sierra Madre in¬ 
stead of the foot of the Mt. Wilson 
Trail.

The change will make 
the race more interesting to the public, 
who have heretofore been able to see 
the runners only for the first hundred 
yards of the trail.

Loss of Both Legs Beneath Trolley 
Car Saturday Evening Results 
in Death 


Floral Parade, Queen's Court and Fi 
nal Cotillion Attract Throng to 
Join in Big Celebration 


Dick Edgar, a teamster, piassed away 
Thursday morning at the Pasadena 
hospital as a result of being run over 
by a trolley car Saturday evening. In 
attempting to board the incoming 
seven o’clock car at Auburn avenue 
Edgar in some manner lost his foot¬ 
ing and fell so that the rear wheels 
of the car passed over both legs, sev¬ 
ering them below the knees. 

Accounts of the accident carried 
somewhat, but it appeared that Bdgar 
atempted to board the car at the front 
end while it was in motion. Failing 
on the first attempt he ran after the 
ear and stumbled. No blame whatever 
was attributed to Motorman Warren 
Friar who was driving the car, al¬ 
though he was deeply affected by the 
accident. 

As soon as temporary relief mea¬ 
sures could he taken Edgar was re¬ 
moved to the Pasadena hospital for 
treatment. The auto of F. P. Burch 
was brought into service and the trip 
tu the hospital was made in about six 
minutes. For a time it looked as if 
Edgar might recover, but the shock 
proved too great and death relieved his 
sufferings Thursday. 

Edgar had no relatives in Sierra 
Madre and as he was without means 
steps were immediately taken to de¬ 
fray the expenses of a funeral. Ow¬ 
ing to the fact that he had driven the 
team which hauled one of the floats 
in the parade Saturday afternoon the 
accident cast a gloom over the flower 
festival crowds, though there was, of 
course, no occasion for connecting the 
accident in any way with the festivi¬ 
ties. The remains were brought to the 
undertaking parlors of Renaker A Gay 
for funeral services and burial.

GROWTH OF LOCOMOTIVES 

The story of how the railroad has 
outgrown its swaddling clothes has 
been told hundreds of times, but here 
is a new one that comes from the 
Sacramento division of the Southern 
Pacific, of the horse that has outgrown 
its stall in the stable. This story, 
however, is about an iron horse and 
it refers particularly to the new, I 
monster locomotives of the Southern j 
Pacific Company that haul the heavy [ 
irieght trains over the mountain di¬ 
visions. 

On all of the mountain divisions 
where these new locomotives have 
been placed in operation it has been 
found that they are too large to fit 
into the stall that had been built 
years ago for the locomotives of that j 
period, therefore there is now before 
ihe officials of the railroad the prob- J 
lem of enlarging the stalls, and in j 
some instances, the roundhouses. The 
wngth of these new Southern Pacific ' 
engines, including the tender, is near- | 
ly 106 feet. It has a tractive power ot 
94,880 pounds and weighs 616,100 
pounds. The engineer's cab is located 
at the head of the locomotive, just the 
opposite from all other locomotives, for 
the purpose of enabling the engineer 
to see clearly and instantly, in round¬ 
ing sharp curves in the mountainous 
sections.

C. J. McDivitt, one of the oldest 
editors of Southern California and a 
founder of the Southern California 
Editoral Assocatnn. passed away last 
week at his home in Los Angeles. He 
was for many years editor of the 
Randsburg Miner and later became in¬ 
terested in the Taft Midway Driller. 
He had engaged besides in mining and 
oil enterprises. Mr. McDivitt was a 
familiar figure at all the Southern 
California editorial gatherings, where 
he will be sadly missed.
